S 1954 dawns, one of the most compell­ 
ing facts of American life is that each 
year there are so many more of us than 
there w ere the year before.

He went on to cite Lee, Grant, and even

Then ne said that, since he had be­ 
come President he realized his place in 
history would not be based on his record 
as a military man but on hi® record as 
President. 
There was * slight note of sadness in 
he President’s tone as he said this, as if

But there was also a note of determ ina­ 
tion. 
And this note of determ ination - 
that he was not going to let his record a* 
President be one of failure— was the most 
significant part of the conversation. 
In brief. Dwight Eisenhower knows he 
is up against the gun in the coming session 
of congress and is determined to do so m e­ 
thing about it 
KNOW -HOW NEEDED 
The big question is can he do w hat he 
wants to do. 
The program he has outlined 
for tile coming session 
is an 
excellent 
one 
But can he put it across** 
Does he 
have, along with his sincerity, idealism 
and good will, the civilian know -how that 
it takes to do battle in the halls of congress 
just as the military know -how was essen ­ 
tial to do battle in the trenches of Europe? 
Partial Answer No. I 
Lies in the fact 
that Congressman Dan Reed of Dunkirk, 
N. Y., cantankerous 78-year-old chairman 
o f the taxwriting w ays and means com ­ 
mittee, did not take the trouble to attend 
tho recent White 
House conferences on 
new legislation. 
Uncle
